Dl discloses a communication system, an entertainment apparatus, a recording medium, and- 
a program which indicate a connection to a server with an image symbolizing access, 
rather than a message, thereby allowing the user to find it -fun to exchange information 
using a- network. D2. discloses a video flashlight method whigh creates virtual images of 
a scene using a dynamically updated three-dimensional model of the scene and at least 
one video sequence of images. 

None of Dl and D2 discloses the technical features of the present invention. 

Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 1-12- is considered to be- novel and involve an 

inventive step. 
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
